Can you describe the slides a bit more - are the 
3-1/4 x 4 inch unframed glass or are the 4 x 7 inch 
wood framed? Perhaps you could forward a photo 
to us and we could help identify. And are they 
black/white or tinted with color? I presume from 
your description they are photographic, or are they 
line drawings? 


There were quite a few slides of the civil war, 
many, despite their claim to be taken during the 
war, were staged afterwards, as were most of the 
civil war stereoviews. This was true on through 
WWI images as well. This is not to diminish their 
interest or value, it’s just the situation under which 
they were made.

This looks to be a fairly typical McIntosh 
lantern of around 1890-1900. The firm was 
founded by Dr Lyman D McIntosh (a US 
Civil War physician) and was active from the 
1880s until at least 1930. They were based 

in Chicago, IL and manufactured various 
medical apparatus, including microscopes as 
well as magic lanterns of various sizes. They 
made a range, including school lanterns that 
could be set up as an optical bench that could 
include a projecting microscope. 


If you like we can include it in our monthly 
e-publication, which goes to all our 
members. It would be useful to have a few 
pictures of both slides and lantern, and your 
asking prices if possible, As our next e-pub 
goes out in early March it would help if we 
could have these fairly quickly.

Dear David, 


Do you have any thoughts on who might have 
manufactured two phantasmagoria-type magic 
lanterns that I have? They are large, with just the 
lamphouses being about 15 1/4” tall, 8’ wide and 
10” long. (This doesn’t include the chimneys or 
the projecting slide stage assembly.) They both 
have oxy-calcium limelight jets, and one has its 
radial-drive focussing lens with pivoted shutter. I 
acquired them separately and months apart from 
different sellers, but they are mirror-images of 
each other and evidently started out together as 
a dissolving pair. The second was lacking the 
chimney and front part, but I recently bought 
an identical lantern body, No. 151966445593 
on eBay, for the parts. - They fit precisely. - I 
now just need a second objective lens and a fan 
dissolver to complete the kit! 


They look English to me.
